HOW MANY CINEMAS? 


According to figures recently issued by the 
Association of Moving Picture Producers, the 
representative organisation of the American 
film business, there are 45,000 cinemas in the 
United States and Europe. Contrary to the 


| general belief” Europe has a greater number 


of cinemas than the United: States: the 
numbers being—Europe 28,454, United States 
17,097.. But the United States is easily ahead 
in the number of ‘talkie’? cinemas, 13,515, 
as compared with Europe’s 7,720. It is 
estimated that the total capital involved in 
cinema enterprises is £500,000,000, of which 
the United States claims to own £400,000,000.

Dances at the Cross-Roads. 


I am inelined to believe that, if the 
regulations made by the Minister for Loca! 
Government and Public Health are 
adopted .generally throughout the Free 
State, the numerous people who have been 
lamenting the decline of the once-popular 
cross-roads dance may have every reason 
to rejoice once more. 

In recent. years there has been a marked 
tendency to forsake the cross-roads for the

If the cross-roads dance comes 
again into favour as a result of the 
restrictions now atailable for local 
authorities, there will be, I suppose, 
another outcry against them. Still, if 
the restrictions on dance-halls merely 
drive young people back to the hilarity 
of the cross-roads dance, no harm will have 
been done.

Possibly, the manuscript of “ Framiey 
Parsonage,’’ which has just been presented 
to Harrow School as a memorial to 
Anthony Trollope, may be identified as 
that which figured in an_ interesting 
attempt at bargaining between the author 
and his publisher. It is recorded by 
Mr. George Smith that he once offered 
Trollope £2,000 for a serial in the 
Cornhill, in which “ Framlev Parsonage’’ 
first appeared. Trollope stood out for 
£3,000, and, when Smith demurred, sug- 
gested that they should toss for the 
difference. 

‘*T asked him if he wished to ruin me,’ 
said Smth; ‘‘for, if my bankers heard of 
me tossing authors for their copyright, 
they would certainly close my account. 
We ultimately came to an agreement on 
my terms, which were sufficiently liberal, 
but I felt &ncomfortable. I had refused a 
challenge. To relieve my mind I said: 
“Now that is settled, if you will come 
over the way to my club, where we can 
have a littlé room to ourselves for five 
minutes, I will toss you for £1,000 with 
pleasure.” It was now Trollope’s turn 
to refuse the challenge. They lunched on 
the bargain, and both departed as if they 
were equally happy. 


Another New Profession for Women. 


A new profession for women, which had 
its origin and is now well established in 
the United States, has now come to be 
recognised in London. I am told that 
many of the larger London stores are 
trying to enlist in their service women of 
good social standing and education, with 
the gift of putting customers at their pase 
and rendering assistance in purchasing. 

It has been known for a long time that 
many shoppers are nervous when making 
purchases, and that a still larger number 
really do not know just what they want. 
It is for these people that the services of 
the ‘‘ receptionist’’ are requisitioned. 
The ‘‘ receptionist ” in the near future 
may take the place of, the well-known 
““shop-walker ” and perform services 
which that official never attempted to 
perform. The intention is, following the 
American example, to appoint specialist 
‘‘ receptionists ” for distinct departments, 
so that the shopper will have at her dis- 
posal—the idea is mainly for the female 
shopper—one who is in a position to 
advise on all matters of dress. It is said 
that these ‘‘ receptionists ” are able to 
persuade shoppers to purchase much more 
than was their original intention.

“A 
synthesis of the best statesmanship of East 
and West,” he urged, was vital if India’s 
full status as a self-governing Dominion 
was to be achieved. Lord Irwin closed 
his speech with a prophecy 
that “ the end of the task was not yet,”’ 
and that “ the stiffest part of the hill 
is yet to come.” Few will disagree: with 
him, but Lord Irwin, though he has left 
a harder task for his successor than was 
left to him five years ago, can .draw 
comfort from the world’s recognition of 
his own selfless efforts which have won 
him admirers even from the ranks of

During 
his terms of office as Governor of Bombay 
and Madras he preferred the ready, but 
reasoned, method in a crisis, and did not 
allow abstruse searchings after abstract 
ideals to cloud his vision of the issue at 
stake.

experiences in India have taught him what 
to expect, and here it would be interesting 
to know what real hopes of useful work he 
anticipates from the Round Table Con- 
ference when it reassembles in London.

Mr. Scuilin's Dilemma. 


The knell of Mr. Scullin’s Ministry was 
sounded on Friday last, when the 
Australian Senate rejected its Fiduciary 
Bill. A dissolution has become virtually 
inevitable, though it need not occur until 
three months have passed. Mr. Scullin, of 
course, has expected such a decision, and, 
for that matter, has based his policy on it. 
His particular section of the Labour Party 
is committed to Mr. Theodore’s scheme of 
inflation, represented in the Fiduciary 
Bill, and the measure, once held up, marks 
check to Mr. Scullin’s present career. It 
is clearly his business to resign at once,, 
but resignation would affect merely the 
House of Representatives, leaving the 
Senate untouched. and Mr. Scullin has no 


desire to fall without dragging his bitter 


enemy with him. According to the 
Australian Constitution, a double dissolu- 
tion can be obtained only when the Senate 
has rejected twice a bill passed by the 
House of Representatives—and an interval 
of three months must elapse between the 
two rejections. If, therefore, Mr. Scullin 
wishes to bring down the Senate by means 
of the Fiduciary Bill, he must wait for 
another three months until the Senate has 
rejected it on the second presentation.

Petrol from Coal. 


According to an English Sunday news- 
paper interesting developments may be 
expected soon in the coal industry. In 
the House of Commons last week Mr. 
Thomas Johnston, Lord Privy Seal, 
mentioned a new process for the extraction 
of oil from coal, and it seems that the 
Government is contemplating a subsidy 
in order that the process may be developed 
commercially. If it vields anything like 
the results that have been claimed for ¢t, 
the whole complexion of the coal industry 
will be changed. Tests of synthetic 
petrol, apparently, have been made by 
the Navy and Air Force with encouraging 
success, and the promoters of the plan 
declare that the oil obtained from coal 
can be compared favourably with the best 
grade of ordinary petrol. One ton of 
coal can produce one hundred and fifty 
gallons of petrol, as well as a quantity of 
crude oil suitable for Diesel enyines, and 
certain valuable gases. On _ present 
estimates of cost, a gallon of the new 
petrol could be sold profitably at 1s. 43d., 
a price which would bring it immediately 
into keen competition with the natural 
oil. From the British point of view the 
success of this experiment would be a 
matter of the verv highest importance. Its 
first result would be to give a great 
impetus to the coal industry, which for 
several years has been languishing. This 
boon in itself would give fresh life to 
British trade; for it would have reactions 
on every branch of the national economy. 
There is another aspect of the matter. 
however, which in some respects is even of 
greater importance. At present Britain 
consumes 760,000,000 gallons of petrol 
yearly, and is forced to import every drop 
of it. The Navy and the Air Force, 
therefore, depend entirely on outside 
sources for their fuel. The success of the 
synthetic petrol process would make 
Britain independent of overseas supplies, 
and, from the strategic point of view, 
would be an enormous advantage. 


Summer Time. 


Yesterday morning at two o'clock, which 
became three o'clock, Summer 1.me, 
began. No longer do we regard its 
arrival as worthy of much. comment, 
though this year the fall of snow in 
England brings a certain note of incon- 
gruity. More interesting, however, is the 
reported decision of the new Spanish 
Republic to abolish it ; for Summer Time, 
when it has been introduced, has come io 
be regarded as a regularly recurrent 
phenomenon. In Switzerland, indeed, 't 
is perpetual in summer and winter alike. 
Yet in agricultural communities it is never 
likely to become really popular, and thus, 
perhaps, it will be liable always to 
moments of eclipse in national convulsions. 
On: the other hand, few nations who have 
had experience of its benefits will be ready 
to forego it indefinitely. To the city- 
dweller and to workers in factories its 
boons are considerable, and the economies 
which it effects are valuable both to in- 
dustry and to the State. In practice, 
moreover, when Summer Time operates 
harshly, the individual often can adjust 
himself to it; for its incidence need con- 
cern him only on those occasions when he 
is compelled to take notice of official time. 
Those people who still condemn Summer 


-Time as an innocent attempt to thwart the 


will of Providence may be regarded as 
survivals of a superstitious age. No 
doubt, Republican Spain soon will 
revert to Summer Time, and in the 
course of a few generations the re- 
setting of the clock will become general 
throughout Europe. We trust that the 
anow which fell last Friday night in Buck-

FAILS. 


From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT 


CARLOW, Saturday. 
R ATHER than accept what is daldal 
to be an uneconomic price for sugar 
beet, the Executive Committee of tie Irish 
Beet Growers’ Association have decided 
against any of its members “growing the 
crop this season. 
After a prolonged meeting last night the 
Executive adjourned until to-day to allow 
the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, 
Limited, a last opportunity of amending 
its offer of 38s. per ton basic, plus 1s. 
per ton of beet for every 1s. per cwt. rise 
in the price of sugar. Prior to last 
Saturday’s meeting it was ascertained by 
the growers’ representatives that no 
change had taken gen in the attitude 
of the company. The resumed Executive 
meeting, therefore, started with the know- 
ledge that the crisis had come, - nd that 
growers would be called upon to make 
certain sacrifice in the interests of beet 
growing cenerally. 

To day's meeting, which took lace in 
the courthouse, Carlow, had been specially 
arranged for the purpose of re-opening 
business relations with the factory if 
possible. Its failure in this respect 
caused great disappointment amongst al) 
who recognise the importance of this in- 
dustry. So far as it was possible, the 
Government has done its utmost to brin2 
about an agreement between the parties, 
but without success, and the dispute has 
now resolved itself into a trial of strength 
and ‘the

PLANS OF CAMPAIGN. 


When interviewed after the meeting of 
his Executive Committee, Mr. John N. 
Greene, Chairman of the Irish Beet- 
Growers’ Association, Ltd., stated that 
arrangements had heen made for an active 
campaigm against beet-growing during the 
next few weeks. The Executive, he said, 
had taken this step, fully convinced of 
the justice of their cause, and hoped to 
secure the co-operation of every farmer, 
whether beet-grower or not, in bringing 
this issue to a successful conclusion. 

Such a stand has not previously been 
made in recent years on behalf of any 
section of Irish farmers, and, if it only 
proved that it was possible to organise 
farmers in their own interests, the move- 
ment might easily be extended to other 


crops besides beet. In this fight for a 
reasonable price for their produce they 
would stand shoulder to shoulder, and no 
heet would be grown this season.

ANGLO - FRENCH 
TRADE.

A good deal of interest is being taken 
by the French Government in the recent 
manifestation of protectionist tendencies 
in Great Britain, which, if they finally 
triumph, will seriously injure French in- 
terests in the country, which is the best 
customer of French exporters.

CITY OF CAIRO DAMAGED.

SYDNEY, Sunday. 

é Ba City of Cairo, the first Australian 

air mail liner, crashed at Kupang 
(Timor) this afternoon, according to 
wireless messages received here from 
Port Darwin. All the occupants and the 
mails are safe, but the machine itself 
is too seriously damaged to be repaired 
at Kupang. 

The City of Cairo, which is the first 
experimental Imperial Airways machine 
for the Australian air mail service, left 
Croydon with about 15,000 letters, includ- 
ing diplomatic documents, on April 4th 
and was due at Port Darwin this after- 
noon. Kupang is about 500 miles from 
Port Darwin. 

Arrangements are being made to convey 
the mails to Australia by another aero- 
plane. The Queensland and Northern 
Territory air service, which operates in 
the Darwin district, has no machine 
suitable for the dangerous crossing of the 
Timor Sea, which constitutes the last 500 
miles of the journey from England to 
Australia, but it is understood that the 
National Airways Company has some 
three-engined machines capable of the 
journey, and the company is at present 
conferring with the Australian Postmaster- 
General regarding the transfer of the 
mails to one of their machines. 

The City of Cairo, piloted by Captain 
Alger, had covered the 11,194-miles 
journey to Australia in fifteen days, com- 
pared with the twenty-eight taken by 
surface transport. The route was London- 
Paris - Athens - Cairo-Delhi-Calcutta-Ran- 
goon-Singapere-Port Darwin.

FREE STATE ARMY 
TEAM IMPRESSES. 


HORSES PERFORM WELL 
AT NICE. 


SPECIAL TELEGRAM. 
NICE, Saturday. 

The weather for the first day of the 

Military Horse Show to-day was sunny, 
but windy. The Irish team created a 
much better impression than two years 
ago, as their jumping was much cleaner 
and their horses understood their work 
much better. They still are a little too 
slow, however, for the Nice ground, which 
needs speedy horses owing to the closeness 
of the jumps and the time-limit. 
The Irish officers did not take part in 
the first event, which was for horses 
having won £25 or over in previous years. 
In the second event—the Prix du Comite 
de“ Fétes et des Sports—Captain Finlay 
(Ireland), on An Craobh Ruadth, was 
third. He rode a faultless course, but 
was slower than the first two. The race 
was over 6580 yards, with fourteen 
obstacles, and was for horses having won 
less than £25, or for newcomers, mounted 
by officers having previously ridden in 
Nice. It was won by Captain de la 
Macora Carratala (Spain), who covered 
the course in the best time and without a 
fault. 

Captain O’Dwyer, on Oisin, with one 
fault, was classed twelfth. 

In the third event, for novices. both 
horses and riders, Lieutenant Daniel (Ire- 
land) completed the course on Dancing 
Dinah, with only one fault, but was not 
classed owing to slow time. 

THREE SECONDS. 
NICE, Sunday. 

Owing to the counter-attractions of the 
Monte Carlo motor race there was little 
interest here to-day in the Military Horse 
Show. There was only one jumping event, 
the Prix de la Victoire, over a course of 
465 yards, with seven jumps, varying from 
four-and-a-half feet to five feet, the time 
allowance being 1 min. 48 secs. There 
were twenty-five entries for this event, 
which was won by Captain Kircoulesco, cf 
Rumania, the only officer to cover the 
course without a fault. Captain Finlay, 
on Cuchullain; Captain O’Dwyer, on 
Oisin, and Lieutenant Ahearn, on Blarney 
Castle, were the only three Irish repre- 
sentatives entered. All went round with 
only one fault each, and were classed equal 
second, with six other competitors, who 
also had only made one fault. 

Owing to their regular jumping the Irish 
team are favourites for the Coupe des 
Nations, an event in which team work 
counts, all the points of the four entries 
from each country being added together. 

Nice has been in a quandary the last 
few days regarding the hoisting of the 
Spanish flag, and when a Spanish officer, 
Captain de la Macora Carratela, won “he 
chief event, the Prix du Comite des Fetes 
et des Sports, yesterday it was decided to 
compromise by using the old Spanish flag 
without the Royal crown. 


REVOLT FLARES UP

The Memphis has been ordered to limit 
operations to providing for the safety of 
the lives and property of United States 
citizens in the coast towns. Before leav- 
ing Puerto Cabezas for Honduras the light 
cruiser landed a force, armed with machine 
guns, to await the grrival of an aircraft 
carrier, which has been ordered from 
Guantanamo (Cuba).

“HE Dail will resume its sittings next 
Wednesday, and, with the exception 
of a short break at Whitsuntide, it will 
continue in session up to the last days of 
July. In recent years it has been the 
custom to rise before Horse Show week. 
The programme of legislation is a very 
long one, but it is quite certain that only 
a very small percentage of the bills 
promised will reach the Statute Book. 
Indeed, many of them will not get into 
the form of bills unless the staff of the 
draftsman’s department is substantially 
increased, 

The Budget will be introduced either 
on 29th April or the following Wednesday, 
6th May. Following that, the House will 
be engaged for a long time, chiefly on the 
Budget proposals and the estimates. 


PROMISED BILLS. 


Subjoined are some of the measures 
which have been promised for early intro- 
duction. Many of them are very urgent, 
and all are intended to meet pressing 
grievances in one section or another of the 
community.

The great bill of last session—namely, 
Mr. Roddy’s Land Bill—has now virtually 
completed its passage through both 
Houses. It will be put through its final 
stages on Thursday, when the Senate 
will sit for this and other purposes. The 
Senate, by the way, will not sit on 
Tuesday or Wednesday, and will thus 
afford Senators an opportunity of attend- 
ing both days of Punchestown race meet- 
ing. The Dail, however, will sit on the 
Wednesday, as has been its custom. 

The Auctioneers Bill mentioned in the 
list is being promote! as a private bill, 
and already the necessary publicity has 
been given to its proposals. The full title 
indicates that it is proposed to set up a 
general council of registered auctioneers, 
valuers, and house and estate agents, to 
which the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce will add two members, and the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution two also. 
A register of members will be established, 
and all persons entitle l will be registered. 
The council will, among other things, have 
‘power to refuse registration and to remove 
persons from the register. In certain cases 
appeal to the High Court may be taken. 
It is further proposed to make it an offence 
punishable by fine or imprisonment for 
unregistered persons to do, or offer to do, 
certain things heretofore done by a prac- 
tising auctioneer, val-er, or house and 
estate agent. 


COUNTY KILDARE VACANCY 


I undérstand t:..: the Labour’ Party 
have not yet considered the question of 
when they will »-ove for a writ for a by- 
election in County Kildare to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. H. 
Colohan (Labour). Strictly speaking, 
there is nothing in the rules of the House 
to prevent any member from moving the 
issue of the writ, but the custom is that 
the party to whom the seat previously 
belonged is allowed to move. Jt will be 
recalled that some time ago it was 
announced, more or less authoritatively, 
that the Government would not regard 
favourably the holding of a by-election 
before the arrival of the general election. 
Whether the Government, however, would 
go the length of opposing the issue of a 
writ 1s another matter. 

It can, I think, be said for all parties 
that none of them is anxious to incur the 
expense and trouble of a contested by- 
election at present. In view of the un- 
certainy of the date of the general] election, 
which, according to present indications,may 
not be until September of 1932, it would not 
be fair to the constituency that it should 
be without a third member for such a long 
period. It is, therefore, suggested that an 
arrangement might be come ‘to by which 
the Labour Party would be permitted to 
retain the seat, at all events, till the 
general election. One sees no likelihood 
of such an accommodating spirit, especially 
having regard to the rather strained rela- 
tions which exist.

MALTA PROBLEM. 
COMMISSION’S TASK. 


The Times in a leading article on the 
Royal Commission which has arrived at 
Malta to inquire into and report upon the 
present political deadlock observes :— 

In Great Britain the Corrupt Practices 
Act makes it: illegal for any person, 
directly or indirectly, to threaten to inflict 
‘‘ any spiritual injury upon any person in 
order to induce or compel such person to 
vote, or to refrain from voting.’’ The 
circumstances of Malta, as was shown in 
the article by our Special Correspondent, 
are, indeed, entirely different from those 
obtaining here, and every allowance will 
have to be. made for the special position 
occupied there by the Roman Catholic 
Church, and for the generally beneficent 
effect of its influence. But some means 
must be found to prevent its servants from 
turning their spiritual privileges to 
political account. That is a pre-condition 
of the holding of the elections which must 
herald the restoration of constitutional 
rule. It might help towards its fulfilment 
if the electors were released from their 
present compulsion to go to the polls. If 
voting were made optional they would, at 
any rate, have an easy way out of the 
dilemma in which some would have re- 
cently been placed of voting against 
either their poligical or their spiritual con- 


the island of Sicily, and the devotion of 
its nobility to Italian culture obtained for 
Italian a privileged position which 
modern developments have been steadily 
undermining, until now it is probably 
understood by, perhaps, 10, or at most 20, 
per cent. of the population. The great 
spread of elementary education since the 
introduction of self-government has en- 
couraged the Maltese to study their own 
language, as well as to think for them- 
selves politically.

MANCHESTER MARKETS’ 
REVIEW. | 
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BUTTER STEADY, 

FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Business generally continues on the quiet 
side, and so far as the provision trade is con- 
cerned there appears to be little disposition 
on the part of buyers to operate except for 
current requirements. The butter market 
rules steady to firm for Continental makes, 


. Which at present attractive prices are com- | 


peting on more favourable levels with Colo- 
nial. Both New Zealand and Australia are 
the turn lower as compared with last week, 
but there appears to be some falling off in 
Shipm2iucs recently. Production is likely to 
increase in the near future, however, and it 
would not appear improbable that there will 
be a return to the popluar “ shilling retail 
cut,” before the end of the present year. The 
Danish official quotation has this week been 
wired nachiiieed: and “ top ” again stands at 
200 kroner per 100 kilos; at the correspond- 
ing period of last year the figure was 22% 
kroner, and in 1929 276 kroner. Recent arri- 
va's of butter from the chief Southern Hemis- 
phere sources of production have been on a 
lighter scale. Total arrivals from Australia 
and New Zealand during March amounted to 
522,400 boxes. During April supplies from 
these sources should total approximate! 
700,000 boxes, against 574,100 boxes in Api, 
1950, the increase being entirely a result of 
considerably heavier Australian shipments. 
Sma'l shipments of butter are being made 
from South Africa. 


. IRISH BACON FIRM. 

With reports of heavier killings on 
the Continent, the bacon market generally 
is quieter, and some Continental cures 
show an easier tendency. There is 
again no change to record in Irish, which is 
fairly firm on short supplies, and at the 
weekly meeting of the local Bacon Commit- 
tee, while it was decided to make no official 
change in Danish, Dutch and Polish were re- 
duced ós. all round, with Swedish No. 3's 
lower, but No. 2’s unchanged. A fair demand 
Is experienced for eggs, The Irish Free State, 
Northern Ireland and English new laid form 
the bulk of the supply, and, with the excep- 
tion of Polish, there is an absence of other 
Continental eggs. Reports from Denmark 
state that after good clearing out for the 
Easter holidays the market is again slow. 
Supplies are plentiful and increasing, Ina pre- 
Serving is now going on in that 
country. Official returns show that 
the general level of the prices of 
agricultural produce fell by three points to 23 
per cent. above the base years 1911-13 be- 
tween February and March, At the corre- 
sponding period a year ago a fall of five 
points to 39 per cent. above pre-war’ was 
recorded, While many descriptions of produce 
became cheaper during the month of March, 
live stock and milk were chiefly responsible 
for the decline in the index number. Butter 
prices showed no material change, but cheese 
was dearer. Values for eggs continue to 
follow the seasonal downward movement, 
but as the reduction of about 34d. per dozen 
in March was proportionately Jess pronounced 
than that which occurred in the base years 
the index figure rose by. seven points to 
24 per cent. above pre-war. The poultry index 
was three points higher on the month at 
47 per cent. in excess of the base level. 
Values for most descriptions of live stock 
continued to move in a downward direction. 

QUIET TRADE IN CATTLE. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday Trish 
fat cattle were penned in larger numbers, 
but dairy cows were in smaller supply. A 
quiet trade was experienced for fat cattle, 
but good quality cows suitable for dairy 
purposes changed hands at advanced prices. 
Lambs ‘were fairly plentiful, and sold at 
easier rates, but sheep generally were dearer. 
At the Manchester Pig Market with short 
supplies prices ruled firm to occasionally the 
turn dearer. At the Manchester Dead Meat 
Market trade has n very slow through- 
out the week, and sellers found some diffi- 
culty in effecting a clearance. 

Supplies of dead poultry have been fully 
equal to the demand. Chickens and geese 
were lower on the week, but turkeys main- 
tained late rates. Salmon remains 
medium fish b é quoted around 2s. 9d.

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UNSETTLED MARKETS. 
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‘SUGGESTIONS TO RAILWAY STOCK -HOLDÉRS.

Last week’s events were calculated to pro- 
duce a feeling of pessimism in the Stock Ex- 
change, and certainly markets were very 
depressed. Selling was not heavy, but fresh 
buying was discouraged by the news from 
Spain and Portugal, the report of fresh poli- 
tical unsettlement in Argentina, weak advices 
from the Continent and New York, and such 
incidents as the motion for a receiver for 
Gamages (West End), the passing of the in- 
terim dividend by the Sudan Plantations, and 
the. heavy reduction in the profits of Guest 
Keen and Nettlefolds. Various other unsatis- 
fac industrial reports were issued, and 
an additional factor. was the continuance of 
discouraging home railway traffics, with their 
indication that the trade of the country is 
not yet on the mend. In the circumstances 
it was pleasant to hear the. optimistic re- 
marks of Sir Auckland Geddés at the Rio 
Tinto meeting, but these views did not pre- 
vent a further severe decline in the shares 
and debenture stock oí that, company. 


DEBT CONVERSION. 

Even gilt-edged stocks lost the buoyancy 
which characterised them some time ago, a 
circumstance to be attributed to the near- 
ness of the Budget. The possibility that Mr. 
Snowden will announce proposals for the con- 
version of part of the 5 p.c. War Loan ap- 
pears to have induced some selling of that 
stock, although, as a rule, the price is well 
maintained until the June 1 dividend is de- 
ducted. Evidently, the idea is that if the 
Government tackles this important question of 
conversion the price of War Fives will give 
way, though a successful effort to reduce 
the amount of the 5 p.c. Debt would have 
a favourable influence upon gilt-edged securi- 
ties generally. Some people are sanguine 
enough to believe that an attempt will be 
made to convert the whole of the 5 p.c. 
loan (apart. from the amount held abroad) 
into a security bearing a considerably. lower 
rate of interest, but it is difficult to believe 
that such an ambitious project is even con- 
templated. Undoubtedly, if a considerable 
Ny NN BO of this huge 5 p.c. stock eould 

e replaced by one bearing, say, + p.c. or 
4; p.c. interest, an obstacle would be re- 
moved to an improvement in the country’s 
credit to a point that is regarded as justi- 
fied by the position, even making allowance 
for the heavy expenditure for social services. 


THE INVESTOR'S PROBLEM. 


Those interested in Stock Exchange 
securities either as holders or as potential 
buyers must find it unusually difficult to 
decide what course should be adopted at the 
present juncture. Many may be inclined to 
sell what they have in case prices further fall, 
and for the same reason potential buyers are 
disposed to hold aloof. Certainly there 
appears to be little inducement to buy. The 
yield on British Government securities is not 
at all attractive, and in most. other sections 
there is at least the possibility that a pur- 
chase now would soon involve a loss on 

aper. Those who cannot come to a decision 
in these matters might remember that nobody 
can expect to sell at the top or to buy at 
the lowest. Prices may further decline, but 


| if the security selected is sound, temporary 


fluctuations can be and should be ignored in 
the belief that in due course values generally 
will rule at. a much more encouraging level. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS. 

There can be little risk in purchasing such 
securities as Vickers 5 p.c., tax free, Pref., 
Associated Portland Cement Ord., Imperial 
Tobacco Shares, London Midland and Scottish 

.c. Pref., or British Aluminium 5 p.c. 
Debenture Stock. Most of these give very 
good yields, and they will certainly appreciate 
substantially in price when conditions gene- 
rally are better. An improvement in the out- 
look would probably’ have an even more 
marked effect upon stocks that are now 


| 


particularly depressed—such, for example, as 


London Midland and Scottish Ord. Last 
week this changed hands at the new low re- 
cord in the company’s history of 214. This 
meant that the seller at that price sacrificed 
his holding on a yield basis of over 9 per 
cent., assuming that the dividend for 1931 is 
not less than the 2 per cent. paid for 1930. 


EXCEPTIONAL YIELDS. 

Similarly, Great Western went to 584. The 
return at that figure from last year’s dividend 
is fully 9% per cent., while Southern -‘refd. 
drop to a yield basis of 8§ per cent., and 
the Defd. to one of 6 2-3 per cent. The piti- 
ful story can be continued by referring to the 
movements in some of the junior Prefs. 
London Midland and Scottish 4 p.c. 1923 Pref. 
changed hands at 401, this indicating a yield 
of 9 per cent., and Jwndon and North- 
Eastern 4 p.c. Second Pref. at. 334—yield, 
practically 114£ per cent. Probably none of 
these stocks could be Sought at the low re- 
cords, but even at the highest of the day’s 
business the returns are exceptionally high. 


AN ANOMALY. 

The difference in the yields from London, 
Midland and Scottish Ordinary and 19235 
Preference is interesting. The latter ranks in 
front of the Ordinary, and returned nearly 
10 p.c. at last week's low record, whereas 
the yield on the Ordinary was onl 
over 9 p.c. This indicates a belief that at 
some time the Ordinary will be paying more 
than the 2 p.c. distributed for last year; 
otherwise, the discrepancy between the two 
returng would not be justified, especially as 
the dividend on the Ordinary may be less 
than 2 p.c. before it exceeds that figure. 


ROYAL DUTCH AND SHELLS. 

The heavy fall in Royal Dutch and Shell 
Oil Shares prepares the market for reduced 
dividends. Current expectations are that both 
will declare final dividends of 10 p.c., mak- 
ing 20 p.c. for the year, the payment being 
free of tax in the case of Shells. Koyal 
Dutch last week fell to below 21, thus in- 
dicating a yield of 94 per cent., without allow- 
ing for the balance dividend—whatever that 
may be—in the price. Shells went to 27, 
which means that if the dividend for the 
year is 20 p.c. the return would be 6+ p.c. 
net, equal to 8t# p.c., less tax. On this 
showing Royal Dutch would appear to be 
the better purchase, but in both instances the 
possibility of a reduction in the dividend to 
the extent indicated appears to have been 
fully discounted, and it is probable that the 
recent fall in prices, while primarily due to 
expectations of smaller dividends, was partly 
the result of Continental selling, induced by 
recent political events. In a measure this con- 
sideration applies to International securities 
generally, such as Rio Tintos, Unilevers, 
Gramophones, and some of the dollar shares. 


ARGENTINE RAILS. 


_Reports of fresh political unrest in Argen- 
tina are very disappointing, for the country 
appeared to have embarked upon a recovery 
from the unsatisfactory economic conditions 
which ruled last year. The railway traffics 
were showing up much better, thanks to the 
movement of satisfactory crops, while until 
lately the exchange had been very steady. 
If the country is to pass through another 
phase of political trouble, bumper crops may 
be wasted as a bullish influence. Last 
week’s fall in the Railway Stocks wiped out 
much of the recent rally, and holders once 
again are placed in a condition of anxious 
uncertainty as to the future. In this section, 
as in Home Rails, Rubber Shares, Oils, and, 
indeed, the speculative sections generally, 
holders of securitics must exercise the virtue 
of patience. It is easier to counsel this 
course than to adopt it, but, broadly speak- 
ing, it is extremely doubtful if it would be 
wise to sell stocks simply on the chance of 
prices further declining. Times are excep- 
tionally difficult for everybody, owing to the 
far-reaching effects of world economic de- 
pression. 


FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


PANAMA CORPORATION DEBENTURES. 

We publish to-day the preliminary notice, 
and the lists will open to-morrow, in con- 
nection. with the issue by the Panama Cor- 
poration of £250,000 8 per cent. Debenture 
stock (with conversion rights) at par. Holders 
of the stock will have the right to convert at 
any time into fully-paid shares of the Cor- 
poration at the rate of ten shares of £1 each 
for each £10 nominal stock. In addition, 
within six months after the redemption of 
the stock, each holder at the time of re- 
demption will have the right to take up at 
par shares equal to the value of the Deben- 
ture stock held at the date of redemption. 
The Corporation will-have. the power to re- 
deem or purchase any part of the stock alter 
January 1, 1936, at 105 per cent., the final 
date of redemption being December 1, 1946. 
A sinking fund will be created in January, 
1932. ‘The Corporation, which was formed in 
April, 1926, owns four mining concessions in 
the Republic of Panama, which have an 
aggregate area of approximately 7,150 square 
miles, and, in the opinion of Mr. Hugh F. 
Marriott, the chief technical adviser of the 
company, “ contain within their limits one of 
the most important goldfields in the world, 
and that the present indications, both as to 
the extent of the fields and value of the mines 
aud areas, are at least as favourable as those 
presented by the Witwatersrand formation in 
South Africa when that famous field was at a 
similar state of development.” Mr. Marriott 
states that the existing ore reserves are much 
more than sufficient to cover and repay the 
£250,000 Debenture stock now being issued, 
and a further £150,000 to be provided on the 
basis of setting aside for the benefit of the 
redemption fund 10s. out of each ounce of 
gold to be recovered from such reserves. The 
main object of the present issue is to provide 
for the installation of further machinery and 
plant and working capital to accelerate and 
increase the production of gold. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

Although there 1s another week of uncer- 
tainty before the Budget, the feeling grows 
that this ordeal will be less severe than was 
at one time feared, and that the Stock markets 
are likely to develop more activity when the 
Chancellor’s proposals are known (writes 7'he 
Sunday Times). Whether the advance in 
the gilt-edged group will make further pro- 
gress must depend very largely upon the extent 
to which the new taxation compels holders to 
realise such securities. The strengthening of 
the Bank of England’s gold holding is still 
a supporting influence, but the foreign ex- 
changes, and especially the sterling dollar 
exchange, will need watching, There is also 
a remote possibility that Mr. Snowden may 
utilise the occasion of his Budget speech to 
reveal his plans in connection with the con- 
version of: the 5 per cent. War Loan. The 
longer this is delayed the more’ imperative 
becomes the need for such an operation, 
though the times are not exactly propitious. 
It is impossible to ignore the unsettling in- 
fluence of such events as the proclamation of 
the Spanish Republic and the fresh revolu- 
tionary movement in Portugal. They are, as 
has already been pointed out, symptoms of 
the unrest thropgh which the world is suffer: 
ing, and for which economic causes are largely 
responsible. In the United States there is 
less optimism regarding the ‘immediate out- 
look, and ‘‘ Internationals’’ are generally 
subdued, while few can be found to take a 
confident view of home investments. It 
would seem, therefore, that such speculative 
activity as may be displayed will take the 
form of a continued demand for gold mining 
shares, which are relatively immune from the 
drawbacks attaching to other forms of 
investment besides providing scope for 
speculation. i |

DISMISSED OFFICER.

CLAIM FOR COMPE®: ATION, 


The Civil Service Compe:sation Pecard 
sat in the office, Merrion square, Dublin, 
on Saturday last to hear the application ol 
Dr. Cornelius Murphy, an ex-officer of the 
National Health Insurance Board, to be 
granted compensation for loss of office from 
Uctober, 1922, when he was dismissed. 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., and Mr. W. Black 
(instructed by Messrs..-Little, O hUadhaigh, 
and Proud) appeared for the applicant, and 
Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) appeared for the 
Ministry of Finance. 

The applicant, in the course of his evi- 
dence, mentioned some attacks that had been 
made on his house in 1921 and 1922 by what 
he alleged were the forces of the Provisional! 
Government. The relations between himself 
and the Government became so strained, be 
said, that he was dismissed from his post in 
1922, after thirty-seven years’ service. His 
dismissal left him without means of sup- 
port, and he became director of finance 
under Sinn Fein during an election. After 
that he opened a huckster’s shop, which did 
not pay. He then entered the service of a 
bacon factory as gateman and _ storekeeper 
at a salary of £3 a week, which was im- 
proved to £4. Eventually he became cashier 
at a salary of £5 a week. He had made 
several applications for a pension, and when 
he received a pension in 1 he ceased to 
be employed in the factory. 

In reply to Mr. Lavery, the applicant ad 
mitted that his son was in armed opposition 
to the Government in 1922, and said that he 
applied to Mr. T. M. Healy, then Governor- 
General, among others, to bring his case 
uncer the consideration of the Government. 
He also applied for feinstatement or restora- 
tion to his office. He denied that he was 
dismissed for misconduct in his official capa- 
city. He got an offer of reinstatement in 
the Free State Civil Service, and accepted 
it, and was given a pension. Although he 
accepted those offers he insisted that he still 
had a right to compensation under Article 
10 of the Treaty. 

Mr. Lavery argued that Dr. Murnhv was 
not entitled to compensation in addition to 
his pension. The Provisional Government 
had dismissed Dr. Murphy because he was 
considered disloyal to his emplovers, and, 
therefore, was guilty of misconduct. 

The Board reserved its decision. 


N.S.P.C.C. AND CHILD NEGLECT. 
The National Society for the Prevention of 
Craelty to Children investigated 3,683 com- 
viaints of neglect and cruelty in England, 
Wales and Ireland during March, 1931. Of 
ihe 3,648 cases completed, 3,595 were found 
true. These affected the welfare of 9,120 
children and concerned 5,235 offenders. 3,424 
cases were warned or advised; twenty-seven 
were prosecuted (and convicted), and 144 
were dealt with by transfer or in other ways. 
In the Dubha Branch during the same 
month 75 cases were dealt with, affecting 172 
children. L :
